Wildfires sweeping across 
Southern California are sending 
hundreds of thousands of resi- 
dents fleeing for safety, shutter- 
ing schools and museums, 
closing highways and delaying 
filming on Hollywood produc- 
tions in what has been the 
worst year for fires in Califor- 
nia’s history. 

On Thursday, hundreds of 
firefighters were battling at 
least four fires near Los 
Angeles that have forced more 
than 200,000 people from their 


homes. Flames have destroyed 
at least 166 homes and busi- 
nesses and were threatening 
another 15,000. 

Taylor Shabani woke up 
Wednesday morning to a 6 a.m. 
Amber Alert on her phone 
warning of fires in the area. 
She roused her father and 
placed a panicked call to her 
mother, who lives in Los 
Angeles, close to the fires. Ms. 
Shabani’s home is on a dead- 
end street in Beverly Hills and 
the family quickly huddled to 


Protests, violence over

it. “Buses were blowing up.” 


On Thursday, the day after Donald Trump enraged Pal- 
estinians, and many world leaders, by formally recogniz- 


ing Jerusalem as Israel’s capital, 
the question was whether a 
third intifada was about to start, 
or was already under way. 

The signals were certainly 
ominous. 

Hamas, the Islamic political 
and military movement in 
Gaza, called for a new intifada. 
Throughout the day, the West

“It kind of felt apo- 
calyptic in a way,” Ms. Shabani 
said. “When you walked out- 
side the sky was red and the 
clouds were looming over and 
there was ash everywhere. It 
really did feel like the world 
was ending in a way.” 

Chloe Wolman’s law office 
looks out over the hills near 
where the fires were burning in 
Bel-Air. “ You couldn’t see the 


hills at all,” said the Toronto 
native, who practises family 
law in Los Angeles. “It felt like 
the whole air was burning.” Her 
firm closed the office for a day 
on Wednesday because the air 
quality was so poor. “The air 
quality was terrible,” she said. 
“I remember feeling all day like 
the fire burning into your eyes 
was so strong.” 

Los Angeles Fire Chief Ralph 
Terrazas said the fire threat was 
the greatest he had seen in his 
31-year career and expected 


conditions to deteriorate 
throughout the week. “We’re in 
the middle of a week-long red 
flag condition. We’re not done,” 
he told a local television sta- 
tion. “My firefighters have been 
working since Sunday. Our peo- 
ple are getting tired.” 

Authorities said they had 
found the body of one woman 
in an area of the fires, though 
the cause of death wasn’t clear. 
Two firefighters had to be hos- 
pitalized.

First Nations chiefs are confron- 
ting the head of the troubled 
inquiry into murdered and miss- 
ing Indigenous women, demand- 
ing that she resign and that the 
commission extend the time 
allotted for its work.

It will be up to the federal 
government to decide on wheth- 
er Ms. Buller should go and 
whether an extension will be 
granted. Carolyn Bennett, the 
Minister of Crown-Indigenous 
Relations, has given no indica- 
tion she will replace the commis- 
sion chair but her office said 
Thursday she will consider giving 
the commissioners more time if 
requested to do so.
